HAMPTON - Com- 
memorative medals in pewter, 
i -ued by the New Hampshire 
1 eentennial Commission-on 
i: ■; U.S. Constitution; i/are 
now on sale. The medal is in 
honor of the state of Nfew 
Hampshire’s ratification of, 
the Constitution June 21, ; 

1788 — the date considered 
the birthday of the state. . 

That date is depicted on the 
medal, along with the date, 

Sept. 17, 1787, when the Na- 
tional convention in Phil- 
ndelphia approved the pro- 
po.sed Constitution. 

.Mso depicted on the medal 
is the Old Man of the Moun- 
tain and the "Live Free or 
Die" state motto. On the 
other side of the medal is the 
logo of the commission; the 
outline of the state with an 
.American eagle and the "We, 
the people" inscription. 

The Commission’s Medal 
Committee consists of Rep- 
Russell Chase, of Wolfeboro, 
the commission’s chairman; 

Rep. Ednapearl Parr, of 
Hampton, the vice chairman; 



and Arthur Moody, of 
Hampton, commission 
member. - 

Each serially numbered 
medal comes in a plastic box 
and with a brochure on New 
Hampshire’s ratification 
convention in 'Concord 
written by commission 
member Jere Daniell, history 
professor at Dartmouth.

During the Bivil War 
fraotional nota# signad by marohants oiroulated in town and oould ba radaaiaad at Warner 
Bank in even dollar amount#. A 10/ nota dated Nov. JO, 1862 and signed by G A. Baaa wa. 
#how* in tha Spring 1972 Nonagon. 


Between January and Deoamber of 1867 tha Warner Bank oloaad and Kaarsaga National 
Bank opened in the same location with tha same capitalization. It# first prasidant was 
N«h#mifch G. Ordwny# H« was «uoce®d«d by Joshua Gsorgs, at whose decease in 1875 Ifr. ^dway 
was again elected President, In 1882 George Savory was President and William E. Chandler 
wa# Visa Presidant. Tha cashiers wara George Jonas and later Gilman C. George. The Rear saga 
Saving# Bank was organized in 1874 and tha two ware under essentially tha same management. 


Tha National Banking Act of 1863 provided for assignment of Charter numbers in tha 
order that applioation# wara received. Member bank# oould issue paper ourranooy in their 
own name# up to 90/fo of tha amount of bond# deposited with tha Federal treasury. The toarsage 
National Bank received number 1674 and issued $1, $2, and $5 notes. (A $1 nota issued 
Dec. 24th, 1867 is shown below) Charter numbers ware shown on notes issued after 1975. The 
handsome banknotes ware printed by the Amarioan Bank Nota Co of New York under the authority 
of the Badaral Government and shipped in sheet# to local banks where tha wara hand signed 
by the president and cashier and than out into individual bill#. 


Following about 17 years of suooessful operation the stockholders voted on June 30, 
1994 to go into voluntary liquidation. The action did not affeot holders of the bills oA 
the bank as greenbaoks were on perpetual deposut with the United State Treas\iry for 
redemption of the locally-issued banknote#. Stockholders in the bank received 100% 
dividend plus an extra dividend , so the institution closed in a oreditable manner. The 
old bank sign was finally taken down in May 1985, Attempts to reorganize the Kearsage 
Saving# Bank and continue business at the old National Bank rooms failed. 

From 1898 to 1961 the Citizens National Bank and Sugar River Savings Bank of New^ert 
provided a limited banking service through the Kearsage Insurance Agenoy of Waraer. Andrew 
J. Hook of the insuranoe agenoy wa# Warner agent for the bank until 1924 when he wa# 
succeeded by Walter P. Miner who bought the agenoy. TThen Mr, Miner retired in 1961 the 
banking service wa# discontinued. The same Newport banks opened offiooA in Warner in May 
1973. The National Bank offioe was taken over by Bank East in 1986. Decorating a wall of 
the Sugar River Bank are two framed photos of Kearsage National Bank bills.
